It will, howevor, eon 
firm tho aanounoomont that largo sums aro 
to bo employed for pormanont fort works at 
Gibraltar and Portsmouth. 



BROOKLYN'S STBIKE. 

Troops Get a Hot Eeception-Ono Life 
Lost -Indignation Against 
the Soldiers. 



Citiiena Protest Against the Manage- 
ment of the Boads and 
Demand Belief. 



Brooklyn, N. Y., Jan. 23.— Care aro 
running on tho majority of tho roads this 
morning, but tho companies are much 
hampered by tho extensive wire outtlng 
whioh tho strikers indulged in during the 
night. It was intended to start tho oars 
on Third avonuo this morning, and 75 non- 
union motonnen and conductors wore on 
hand ready to take out tho oars, but tho 
wiros wore found to bo out at eevoral points 
along tho lino. Tho wires on tho Borgin 
Btreot lino wore out in ono or two places. 
At Troy avenue, botween Herkimer and 
Fulton stroots, tho wiro was badly 
mutilated in several placos, and tho large 
ciblo running through Halsoy stroot and 
North Strand avenue was broken. Tho 
li.-ooklyn Hoiyhts railroad denieB that its 
linemen have struck, and claim that all aro 
at work this morning repairing the gaps 
made in tho wires by tho strikers over 
night. Burnett O'Connor, 238 South Ninth 
stroot, was arrested this morning for cutting 
wires at Third avenue and Fifty-accond 
street. 

Tho Myrtlo avonuo line opened about 
nino o'olock thiB morning. Three policemen 
guarded each oar. Soldiora aro stationod at 
11 the cross streets for a dtstanco of thirty 
blooks from the depot. Every window was 
ordered closed and no one allowed to stand 
in the stroet. Tho car wont on its way to- 
wards town without molestation. 

At police headquarters this morning ro- 
ports oamo in from noarly every part of tho 
oity that everything was quiet botween mid- 
night and o'olock this morning. Linemen 
are at work repairing tho broken trolley 
wiros on Brooklyn Hoighta railroad com- 
pany's road this morning, having apparently 
disregarded Master Workman Connolly's 
orders to go out to-day. 

An order was issued at noon to-day by 
the executive committeo of tho linemona' as- 
sociation for tho olectrical workmen em- 
ployed on the trolley lines to go out at once. 
It waa roported at; noon that two soldiorB 
had firod at a houso on Myrtlo avonuo near 
Knickerbocker. A German woman failed 
to close tho window when ordered, owing, 
it is Bald, to her not boiDg able to under- 
stand what was said. The aoldiers who 
fired belonged to tho Seventh rogimenb. 

Car No. 304, Court streot line, and 300, 
of Halaey street lino, came down Third 
avenuo to the Fifty-eighth streot depot, with 
twenty-five non union men in eaoh oar 
drawn from the Court and Halaey Btreet 
lines. Four police offioers rode In eaoh oar, 
while two mounted policemen rodo in tho 
rear of each car. Tho oars were escorted by 
companies I and F, of the Second regiment, 
whilo two other oompanies of the same 
regiment guarded the Forty-eighth stroot 
depot. Both cars wore run into the Fifty- 
eighth atreet depot through orowds of 
strikers, who jeorod and hooted tho non- 
union men. Tho Btrikers wore drivon off 
by troops. The windows and doors of 
housea in the vicinity wero ordored olosod. 
Tho police drove a number of workmen em- 
ployed on some new buildings in the courae 
of erootion on Fifty-sixth and Fifty-seventh 
streets from tho buildings and placed a 
guard of policemen thoro to provent the 
strikers from carrying off tho material used 
for tho construction of the buildings for tho 
purpose of obstructing tho tracks. 

A committee of tho citizens of tho Seven- 
teenth ward appointed at a mass mooting 
hold last night waited on the mayor and 
asked that immodiato roliof bo afforded 
them. Rev. Dr. Layen waB tho prinoipal 
spoaker. Tho following resolutions, adopted 
at a meoting held last night, wero present- 
ed : " Resolved, that wo protest agaiiiBt 
tho monster monopoly uf the railroad sys- 
tem of our oity and that they bo compelled 
by tho city authorities to run thoir carB in 
compliance with their charters, that, in tho 
event of thoir non-complianco, tho city au- 
thorities tuko control of the roads so that 
the peoplo may havo immodiato and por- 
manont reliof. It is now tho ninth day 
aineu any oar has beon operatod in tho 
Seventeenth ward and all buBinosa has been 
practically destroyed at a great loss to our 
citizens, and wo demand immediate relief." 

lilood was shod in starting cars on tho 
HiokB Btreot lino of the Atlantic avonuo 
eystom, thiB afternoon. Tho Thirteenth 
rogimont, Col. Austin commanding, and 
Majors Coohrano and Lusoon in charge of 
tho two stations, was ordered to protoet the 
routo of tho Hicks street cars. This rogi- 
mont is tho ono which saw service in tho 
Buffalo riots, and will Btand no nonBonso.Tho 
first car was started from tho Uutlor Btroet 
stables at 2:20 jj.m. On tho front platform 
waa a spocial policoman and on tho roar an- 
othor ollieor was on duty. Col. Austin de- 
ployed his mon over aevoral blocks in tho 
neighborhoods whero ho anticipated trouble. 
Tho Second battalion got a hot reception in 
the roglon about HicltB and Harrison streets, 
stonoa, bottlca and othor missiles wero 
thrown at them from wlndowB. They woro 
taunted and ridiculed by pooplo who stood 
on tho doorsteps and in at least ono inBtanco 
a revolver was pointed at them from a win- 
dow. Tho first oar itsolf waa not attacked, 
at loaat bo its oocupantB say. Tho militia- 
men thomsolvoe wero tho targotB. Finally 
thoy ordored all tho windows to bo cloaod 
and tho sidowalks and doorways oloarod. 

Tho poople in tho window did not obey. 
Thoro was a crack of a riflo and a pioeo of 
stone ohippod from a houso front boaido 
window. Tho window was olosod. Tho 
peoplo across tho way loanod ovor thohoads 
of tho troops and throw things. Crack !. 
crack ! spoko gunB, and bullets whizzed paat 
Boveral hoads. Tho polloo rushed into tho 
house, No. 419 HiokB Btreot, and arreBtod 
Jacob Qtiinlan for throwing lumps of.coal at 
Privato Wm. Colo of Co. No. 1. At 449 
Hicks stroot thoy arrested John Mead who 
pointed a loaded revolver out of a window 
at Corporal Plat.t, also of Company 1. Just 
beyond No. 4 15 Hicks Btroot a man_ waB 
seen on tho roof. Tho order was givon, 
" Stand back thoro." Almost simultaneously 
sovoral Bhots woro fired and tho man droppod. 
He was a roofer by tho name of Thoa, Carnoy. 
A bullot entered his right thigh, passing up- 
ward through tho groin and abdomen. Thero 
woro in all about forty shots firod, Cismey 
waa tho only man hit. Tho oor proooodod 
without Interruption after that. Tho pooplo 



of Hioks streot had learned their lesson. 
The windows wore kept oloaed ond door- 
ways deserted. Two oars paased through 
the street and returned to the stable with- 
out injury. The firing of tho troops onused 
a reign of terror in the vicinity, whioh last- 
ed until about four o'olook, whon the troops 
marched down to the oity hall, enterod tho 
trolley oars and were transported to thoir 
armory. The residents of the street aro 
very indignant over what they term the 
unprovoked killing of an innocent man. 

Coroner Kane took the deposition of tho 
wounded man. Ho said he had been work- 
ing on the roof at 445 Hioks stroot all day. 
Another man was ropalring tho middlo of 
the roof while he waa at work on the front. 
He said he did not throw anything from tho 
roof, that he heard the order, " stand back 
thero," and Btarted to run baok. He was 
hit In tho thigh. Tho wound was described 
at tho hospital as a gun shot wound of tho 
right thigh made by a bullet of largo 
calibre, which passed upwards through tho 
abdomen and out of tho left sldo. It waa 
pronounood mortal. Officer Stoward, who 
was on tho roar platform of his ear, said he 
saw tho militia shoot at the man on tho 
roof. Ho saw no stonoa thrown at tho oar 
and declared that tho car wbh not struck 
nor molostod. Ho did, howover, eeo peop!o 
throw Btonos and other objeotB from the 
windows at tho militia who woro guarding 
the lino on Hicks streot. 

Considerable excitement was occaBionod 
about 5:30 o'olook this ovening on Ralph 
ave. near Sumptor Btroet by a gang of atrik- 
ors blockading tho tracka. Thoy piled stones 
and rubbish of all descriptions on tho tracka 
and succeeded in oauslng a temporary sus- 
pension of traflio. Tho polico wero sum- 
moned but thoir offorta to drivo off tho 
Btrikora were futilo. Tho troopa wore thou 
called on and companies " H " and " 1 " of 
tho 71st regiment responded. On their ap- 
pearanco tho Btrikera fell baok. Tho soldiers 
then formed lines extending two or throo 
blocks down Sumter stroet on both Bides of 
the oar tracka. Tho obstructions woro 
quickly removed and traffic on tho liuo was 
ogain oponed four or five cara going over tho 
line within ahort intervale of oaoh other. 

Tho executive board of District Assembly 
No. 75 K. of L , waited on President Nor- 
ton to-day with an offer to arbitrate Mr. 
Norton refused point blank. The resolution 
which waB offered to Mr. Norton ia aa fol- 
lows : 

Be it, and it is hereby reaolvod that tho 
entire Bubjcot of tho relations now existing, 
or horeaftor to exist, during the year of our 
Lord 1895, between and among tho publio, 
tho Atlantic Avenue Railway Co. , Brooklyn, 
and tho employee of the said company, in so 
far aa tho said employes have the power to 
act, is horoby given, referred and trantf ar- 
red to William Richardson, of the city of 
Brooklyn, the secretary and'troasurer of tho 
Auiorican and New York atate street rail- 
way association unconditionally, unqualified- 
ly and unreservedly to adjust, determino 
and settle, ond we, the exeoutivo 
board DiBtriot Assembly No. 75 K. 
of L , on behalf of the said 
railroad company, horoby agreo to faithfully 
abide by, oxooute and fulfil all of the con- 
ditions, obligations and terms of said ad- 
justment, determination and settlement, as 
tho same may bo made in writing by tho 
said Richardson at any time, and from time 
to time, during the said year 1895." 

The exooutive committee of Distriot As- 
sembly No. 75 this ovening issuod tho fol- 
lowing manifesto : 

" To whom it may concern : Our repre- 
sentative, agreoablo to instructions, called 
on Benjamin Norton, president of tho At- 
lantic Avonue Railway Co , and presented 
or offered to accept Mr. William C. Rich- 
ardson, a director in the Atlantio Avenuo 
Railway Co. and secretary and treasurer of 
the Amerioan and New York State St. Rail- 
way ABSooiation, of 27 years' experience in 
railroad affairs, as a person to whom wo 
would unconditionally submit our griev- 
ances for adjustment in aocordanoo with tho 
announcod resolution, but Mr. Norton do- 
olined to treat with our reprosontativo in 
any way." 

Moro than 200 spocial polioemou have 
beon sworn in during tho past two days, as 
a Bupplemontary force to the regularly ap- 
pointed police. At first tho men were bo- 
looted from thoao who had paased a full ex- 
amination for appointmont on the regular 
force and woro waiting to bo appointed to 
fill any vacancy that might occur in the 
ranka of tho regular force; but thia material 
waa eoon used up and now men aro 
being appointed whose physloal capa- 
bilities fit them for tho position. 
Ono of thoBe nowly appointod oflicors 
waa suspended to-day, having fallon 
undor tho BUBpioion that ho was ono of tho 
individuals that necessitated not only tho 
appointmont of special policemen, but tho 
oallingoutof tho mililia and tho regular 
force as woll. Tho special police havo been 
appointed for on indofinite period, which of 
courso forces tho conviction that the muni- 
cipal authorities by no means anticipate un 
early ending of tho turbulont times thut 
aro now paralyzing tho enorgies of tho 
UBually tranquil of tho City of Churohea. 

Nkw YORK, Jan. 23 — Many Knights of 
Libor are members of tho regiments on 
duty In Brooklyn and are in arms aguinst 
their brothren of distriot assembly No. 75 
Tho law of tho order, to which its numbers 
aro solemnly pledged, requireB that thoy 
shall asBiBt each othor in distress and dangor. 
Thoy have a system of signs and signals by 
whioh they rooognlza ono anothor and 
when tho sign of distross and danger is 
given by ono Knight it is tho duty of his 
lollow to succor him. The dangor signal 
ia said to havo beon givon by some of tho 
Knighta and whilo a fow aoldioia have recog- 
nized thorn, many ot thom huvo not. The 
firat of tho assemblies of this oity that will 
take aotion in tho matter ia No. 3,900, 
known as the Progress Association of Stoam 
Fitters' Helpers. Sovoral of ita mombora 
belong to regimonts opposed to tho strikers. 
At itB regular mooting on Tuesday night 
tho Progress association will proceed against 
thoso soldier Knights of Labor for allogod 
violation of thoir pledge in taking up arms 
against brother Knights. 

BLOW IN THE CHANNEL. 

Tugs Hent Out From Dover Helping Vessels 
in DlstrcBs-Nlirht Bouts Not Milking 

Their Trips. i 

London, Jan. 23 — A high north-wo^t 
wind 1b blowing ovor tho Channel. Tuga 
sent out from Dover are helping many ves- 
sels in distrcBs. Tho night mail boats aro 
not making their usual trips. Fronch fish- 
ermen found a dereliot bark off Calais to- 
day and towed hor to tho north of tho har- 
bor, whero oho sank, blocking the entrance.

Customs Officers and Bailway Passes— 
The Carnival Booming— Big 
Attendance. 



( From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Jan. 23. — Tho announcement 
that Sir William Whiteway and two of his 
colleagues aro about to leave Newfoundland 
for Ottawa for tho purpose of discussing 
with tho Dominion Government tho ques- 
tion of tho admission of the onciont colony 
into tho Canadian Dominion causes surprise 
here. Tho Premier stated to night that ho 
had no intimation of such a delegation visit- 
ing Canada. Sir Maokonzio Bowoll inti- 
mated, howover, that tho govornmont would 
bo very glad to receive tho delegation and 
discuss fodoration, although, as stated the 
other day, personally ho does not conBidor 
the timo opportune for a discussion of this 
quostion. 

Tho customs department haa called tho 
attention of collectors to the faot that parts 
of Bowing machinoB aro properly dutiable at 
30 per cent, under item 296 of tho Tariff. 

Controller Wallace haa authorized tho 
issue of a circular to collectors in reference 
to tho ubo of railway passes. While it is 
considered to bo proper that officers whose 
duties ounnot bo performed without railroad 
travel, should have passes over tho railway 
llneB concerned, application for suoh Bhould 
pasB through the department at Ottawa. In 
no oaae ia any collector, or othor officer of 
Cuatoms, to make direot application to any 
railway company for the issuo of passes to 
himself or olhers. Infraotion of this regu- 
lation will bo severely dealt with. 

Tho carnival is booming ; hundreds of 
viBitora arrived to-day. All tho hotels are 
orowded from baaement to attic. The wea- 
thor to day was beautiful. Tho foature of 
the afternoon was tho tandom drive and a 
prooeBaion over a mile long. To-night the 
eleotrical illuminations were repeated.

LOED BANDOLPH CHDBCHILL. 

Death of the Well Known, Talented but Ec- 
centric IirltlBh Statesnan. 

London, Jan. 23. — Lord Randolph 
Churohill died at 0:15 this morning. His 
death was a painleaa ono and ho passed 
away in tho presence of Doctors Roobo and 
Keith, with all tho members of his family 
grouped around hia bedsido. He was 
the second son of tho sixth Duko of Marl- 
borough ond was born in 1849, receiving his 
oducation at Morton college, Oxford. He 
represented Woodstook from February, 
1874, until November, 1885. In that year 
ho stood for Birmingham but waa then de- 
feated, but waa roturnod for South Pad- 
dington. 

From 1877 to 1880 the young mombor took 
but little part in tho deliborationB of tho 
House ; but afterwards made himsolf espe- 
cially couapicuoua by hiB violent denuncia- 
tions of the Liberal party, both on the floor 
of parliament and on tho publio platform. 
Ho wob for long known aB tho ohief member 
of tho faction designated aB tho Fourth 
Party. When Lord Salisbury came into 
offioo in 1885 Lord Randolph waa made Sec- 
retary of State for India, whioh Bhowed 
how important a placo ho ocouplod in the 
party to which ho bolonged. In fact, ho 
waa looked upon aa a second Boaounefield 
and was supposed to exorciso almost 
as much influence as his loader. His 
tenuro of tho India Offico was marked by 
the annexation of Upper Burmah. Depart- 
mental work, howevor, did not provent his 
taking a great part in tho strugglo whioh, 
at tho general olootion of Novomber, 1885, 
again roturnod tho Liberals to powor. Ho 
resigned offico with Lord Salisbury, only to 
return oftor six montha aB Chanoollor oi tho 
Exchequer and Loader of tho House of 
Commons. 

In 1874 Lord Randolph married Miaa 
Jennie Jorome of Now York, who warmly 
oo oporated with him in hia political on- 
doavore and became oxoeodingly popular in 
high circles. Lord Churchill on tho lact 
rotiromont of his party from offioo becamo 
practically a baok numbor and never regain- 
ed either prostigo or influonoo, bolng 
oharautorized only by his political eccon- 
trioitios and oxtravaganoos. Ho, it is Bald, 
a few years sinoo received a 
rebuke— tacit rather than othorwiso— at tho 
hands of Hor Majesty which complotoly 
broko him up and for many months ho has 
presented the appoaranco of a ruinod man, 
politically and physically. Hia tompora- 
mont and natural constitution woro, how- 
over, suoh as enabled him to mako a brave 
battlo for cxiotoneo and it was only after a 
aovero struggle that ho euccumbod.

Union of Anglican and Catholic

Threatened Famine In Ireland-Span- 
ish Trade Matters-Greek 
Cabinet Crisis. 



London, Jan. 23. -The D*Hy Chronicle'd 
correspondent in Romo e«y8 that In ocn- 
sequence of the advice of Cirdinal Vaughan 
tho Pope will not submit to a oonferenoe of 
cardinals, the scheme for tho union of the 
Anglioan and Citholio churches, and will 
not issue an appeal to England on tho sub 
jeot. 

The Prince of Wales' cutter Britannia has 
Bailed from Cowes, Isle of Wight, for tho 
Mediterranean. 

Similar notices to members to bo present 
on the opening of tho session to those sent 
out by Lord Salisbury have br.on issued by 
tho Duke of Dovonshiro, the Liberal-Union- 
ist loader in tho House of Lords, Arthur J. 
Balfour, Conservative leader in the House 
of ConimonB, and Joseph Chamberlain, 
Liberal Unionist loader in tho House of 
Commons. 

The entire Greek ministry has resigned. 
A pauio on tho bourao followed the an- 
nouncement. It ia bolioved a oolorlosa 
cabinet w ill bo formed and the chamber dis- 
solved. It ia Bald tho resignation of lha 
Triooupis mloiitry was tho outoomo of an 
audience which tho premier had with tho 
king, in which the former made repreaenta- 
tiona with referonoe to tho interference of 
the crown prince in a demonstration Sun- 
day. Tho king ia said to havo resented tho 
remarks of tho premier and to havo refused 
to accedo to tho minintors' request to dis- 
solve parliament aB tho boot way to a solu- 
tion of the oconomio problem. 

Raa Mangioin, tho Abyaainian chiof, is in 
flight, Booking rofuge at Teuiben. Hia forces 
are completely scattered. 

At a meeting of manufacturers and work- 
men at B.lboa, a Spanish producere' league 
has been organized. Speechos were made 
demanding protection for local Industries. 
A number of socialists cauaed disorder by 
attempting to Btorm the platform. 

After a very stormy cabinet meeting 
President Diaz haa notified Guatemala, 
through its minister, that he would not con- 
cede odd iota. Guatemala would have to 
givo in to Mexico's demands or Buffer tho. 
conBequo'aces. 

M. Vigar, minister of agriculture, sub- 
mitted a few days ago to the committee of 
the chamber of deputies, presided over by 
M. Meline, tho various suggested pre- 
cautions rendered neooeaary by the dis- 
covery of pleuro-pneumonia in Amerioan 
cattle imported into Great Britain and Bel- 
gium. He directed that the sanitary officials 
exeroiBo redoubled vigilance to prevent the 
contagion entering France. 

William O'Brien, M.P., has written a let- 
ter to the Freeman's Journal stating that a 
famine is threatened in the west of Ireland. 
He deolaiei the situation there to be already 
more serious than in 1891, when Chief 
Secretary Balfour expended five million dol- 
lars from the British treasury to relieve the 
Buffaringa of tho people of that region. 

Edward Salomon, composer of comic 
oporas, is dead of typhoid fever. 



HOW TO REPAIR A SHIRT. 

Directions by Which Thla Dreaded Tusk 
Becomes a Comparatively Easy One. 

There nre few more depressing sights 
than a, half dozen shirts with worn bos- 
oms, rough collar bands and frayed 
wristbands, but perfectly whole muslin 
bodies and sleeves. Tho muslin part be- 
ing good moans to tho economical 
housewife tho task of replacing tho old 
bosoms with now ones and thoroby saving 
at least ono-half tho valuo of a new shirt. 
A writer who has had oxperiouco in this 
matter of shirt ropairing tolls hor plan 
in Harper's Bazar. Sho says: 

Tho shirts wero washed for tho pur- 
pose of removing ovory vestige of starch, 
then ironed smooth. A different course 
Was followed with eaoh ono, according 
to its need of repairs. If tho neckband 
was worn beyond repair, it was ripped 
off and a pattern taken from it This 
was a vory careful piece of work, for al- 
most overything depends upon tho sizo 
and shapo of tho neckband. 

Then, instead of removing tho old 
bosom, which was entirely whole around 
its outor edge, thero was cut a shield 
shaped piece of linen to reach down as 
low as tho vest opening and correspond- 
ingly wide, tho curvo at tho neck being 
carefully followed, alluwanco being 
made for tho plait in front. This was 
laid over tho old bosom, copying the 
plait by pressing tho new linou under 
folds of the old plait. Aftor basting, tho 
wholo thing was stitchod with exceed- 
ing nicety. Hero was a now bosom and 
not ono-quarter tho time or tho material 
consumed as in tho old way. 

In caso tho buttonholes of tho nock- 
band wero whole and tho band simply 
worn at its edge, it was loosened only in 
front, whoro tho now linen of tho bosom 
was to bo placed, then restitched and 
its upper edgo bound with a flno linen 
tape. 

Wristbands in tho saino condition 
wero smoothly trimmed olf and similar- 
ly treated, except that vory much wider 
braid was used, which, instead of fol- 
lowing tho rounded ends, was finished 
off straight, a generous turn in boing al- 
lowed, so as to make tho corners suffi- 
ciently thick. Whero now wristbands 
aro needed it is bettor to cut off tho old 
ones, thus affording a fresli place for tho 
gathers. Muslin was used for both neck 
and wrist band. Tho back yokes wero 
strengthened by a narrow tapo stitohod. 

ItulcM For House Furnishing. 

Tho carpet ought to bo solocted first, 
and that, of courso, must bo chosen in 
roforenco to tho light, location and gen- 
eral plan of tho room. There is a much 
wider scopo in tho purchasor.nd variety 
of wall papers, and ono can generally bo 
found to harmonize with tho carpet. 
Both should bo subdued in offect, and 
chosen not by tho strips, but by the 
wholo four sidoa of tho room, as it is 
soon, in tho mind's eyo, a most difficult 
feat, by tho way. A narrow pioce, show- 
ing adolicato pattern of roses, is charm- 
ing and coquettish, but when those 
charms aro multiplied by 100 thoy as- 
Bumo formidable proportions.

B3ASOSS FOB NON 'SETTLEMENT. 

To the Editor : — Soveral Interesting 
"leaders" aud lotters have appeared lately 
in the Colonist rotating to tho non 
Bottloment on the lands, chiefly on the 
c mats of tho province. 

Many of the reasons offered may apply to 
older countries but not to ours. Ib ia use- 
less hunting for occult causes, whon thero la 
a very plain reason before our senses, 
namely, tho densely wooded and thoroforo 
inhospitable oharacter of tho Und for agri- 
cultural purposes. Of courso, aftor having 
been " cleared the land becomes excellent 
aa well as productive j in fact, where 
" woods " grow tho soil la oapable of pro- 
ducing other things, according to its nature. 

The dense forest detora all but a few 
plucky people, capablo of living f >r a year 
or two on their own moans, from settling. 
Ic must bo plain to all that a man with nar- 
row moans settling in tho forest will havo to 
work somo time before he will have ovon an 
acre clear and a ahanty eroded* Tho sea- 
son will havo passed away before ho oan 
bavo raised even o potato. Now in thiB 
lies the vory ovil. If the land wore open 
he could aave a wholo season, virtually a 
year. 

A groat deal ia heard of government aa- 
aiatance towarda reclaiming tho lands on tho 
bordors of the Frasor and other rivers. 
Suroly it is as advisable and would be aa 
profitable to the government and pro. 
vinco to reolaim the land from tho forest. 
The roaaons for both aro the same, viz., to 
encourage Bottloment and produotion. With- 
out these the oountry cannot proapor ; but 
will continue importing oaoulonta that can 
undoubtedly bo produced within our bor- 
ders. 

It would bo comparatively an easy matter 
for tho provincial government to divide boo- 
tlona of foroat lands, in tolerably convenient 
situations, into ten or twonty acre patcheB ; 
to out down and burn all tho small timber 
on an acre or two and likewise erect a small 
ahanty. Plonty of men, with vory limited 
meanB, at present in tho oitics or other parts 
of tho country, would gladly avail them- 
selves of tho opportunity of occupying these, 
and aa they could go to work at once, netting 
out food plant«, the incumbents would not 
bo long in raising sufficient to support them- 
Bolvos, and then in a great measure tho pri- 
mary and obief difficulty, that of exiatonco, 
virtually ends. Having got over this pri- 
mary Btago, the settler will go on clearing, 
enlarging and otherwise improving his 
estate, become prosperous and a permanent 
productive agrlculturiat, horticulturist, 
market gardener, etc. 

To olear a couple of acres aB described 
and build a shanty need not cost more than 
two hundred dollars; something, of courio, 
depending on the nature of the acres. Ten 
thousand dollars will supply sufficient for 
fifty holdings. Ono thousand acres of land 
ia all that ia neceaaary to begin with. Tho 
government need not lose one cent of thie 
outlay, as it cnu bo added to the primary 
cost of tho land, when the sottlor ohooseB to 
purohaao it. In fact, he Ib to become a 
tenant with right of purchaso and the u»u d 
privileges connooted therewith ; aa bIbowi h 
the light rental of say three and ja half p< r 
cent, on the two hundred and fifty dollars, 
and temporary freedom from taxation. 

By this means the forest would bo «ub- 
dued, settlement enoouragod with success, 
produotion increased, and the cities relieved 
of some of their superabundant but indus- 
trious population. Ninety-nine out of 
every hundred people do no more than 
make a living, and this oan be often 
more oasily made on the land independently 
instead of begging. X.

" OO VERNMENT OF CITIES," 

There are, no doubt, many who rejoice 
because the Government of Cities Bill has 
been withdrawn. We believe that tho day 
la not very far off when they will see and 
feel that they had very little cauao to re- 
joice that the attempt to give tho oitiea of 
tho Province better government in 1895 
failed. It will be seen then that a system 
of olty government, essentially weak and 
vicious, was continued because a bugaboo 
was made of a measure whioh, if put in 
operation, would have oaused the affairs of 
cities to have been managed by buainesa 
men on business principlea. 

The citizen? of Viotoria whom experience 
has not taught that government by city 
council has been a failure must be pro- 
nounced as unteachable. That kind of gov- 
ernment haa had a fair trial here as well as 
elsewhere, and the results are moat deplor- 
able. We should like to know what depart- 
ment of the oity aervice ia carried on as it 
ought to be. The men who have formed tho 
different City Councils are not ao much to 
be blamed for this as the aystom under 
whioh they worked. Thoy, aa well as their 
fellow oitizena, but in a different way, have 
been the victims of a bad system. 

This has alao been found to be tho o&bo in 
tho United States. Wo see that in St. 
Paul government by city council was found 
to be intolerable, and oo it was in Cincin- 
nati. In the latter city the management 
of public works of all kinds was by tho Leg- 
islature of the State taken out of tho hands 
of tho City Council and placed under the 
control of four commissioners called tho 
Board of Administration, appointed by 
tho Mayor, Those commissioners hold 
offico for four years and each 
of them is in receipt of a salary of four 
thousand dollars a yoar. The Hoard of 
Aldormen ia retained, but its function ia 
merely legislative. For this reason it ia 
ct.llod the Board of Legislation. Tho man- 
agement of all tho exocutivo branohea of tho 
civil aorvioo haa been placed in tho hands of 
tho Board of Administration. They have 
control of everything that relates to streot 
cleaning, atroot ropairing, pavomonts, tho 
preservation of the publio health, markets, 
lowers, waterworks, enginoorlng work, and 
ib is thoir duty to suggest what now legisla- 
tion ia required. 

Thia Byatom ia not identical with that 
which the Government of Cities Bill, 
if enacted, would havo established, but 
its praotioal oporation ia pretty muoh tho 
tame. The Cincinnati system ensures 
'continuity in all oity work, and that i» 
tho chief end aimed at by tho framor 
of tho Govornmont of Cities Bill. It alao 
takes ib out of tho powor of tho aldermon to 
interfere with civic contracts, and it efleotu- 
klly puts a stop to aldormanlo jobbery of all 
kinds. This would havo boon o'no of the 
rosults of the Bill, thab haa boon with- 
drawn. 

In Cincinnati tho oitizena had no powor 
olthor to aocopb or rejoot the now ayatcm. 
After tho law establishing it had paaaod tho 
Legislature thoy had to ucoopt ib whother 
thoy liked ib or nob and no doubt, it was 
most unacceptable to a largo class of tho 
oltlzons of Cincinnati. But thoy did not 
deolaro thab thoy had been disfranchised and 
that thoy had been deprived of thoir most 
preolous rights as oitizena, booauso tho Leg- 



islature of the State had taken from their 
City Council powers, and very Important 
powers, whioh it had np to that time exer- 
cised, and handed them over to nominated 
Commissioners. Wo do not think thab the 
nomination of the Commiaaloners by the 
Mayor la an improvement on the Govern- 
ment of Cities Bill. We rather suspeot that 
tho majority of the oitizsnB of Viotoria 
would rather havo tho nomination tf Iho 
Commiaaioners in the handB of the Govern- 
ment, responsible to tho people of the whole 
Provinco, than in tho binds of tho Mayor, 
who, when hia torm of office had expired, 
could not bo oallod to aocounb for the way 
in wliioli he had porformed the duty. 

Wo ainceroly hope that tho affairs of tho 
city will be managed by the present Coun- 
cil butter than thoy have been hitherto. 
Wo boliovo that its mombors desire to per- 
form thoir duties efficiently, bub wo do not 
oxpoot much from thorn. Tho ayatcm un- 
der whioh they work will, we fear, hamper 
i lism and make thoir best intended exertions 
ineffectual, as it haB done many of those of 
their predecessors. But wo hope and trust 
that our fours will nob bo realized, and that 
tho presont Counoil will do its work so as to 
disappoint us most agreeably, If ib does 
we will nob bo backward in giving its mom- 
bora tho oredit they doaervo for producing 
good ropn'ts under very groat difficulties. 

ENGLISH FREE TRADE. 

Tho object of tho Liberal Party ia, in 
timo, to give tho people of Canada free 
trado aa it exists In England. That, Mr. 
Liurlor declares, is his " ideal" — impossible, 
he confossoe, at present, but ho hopea it may 
be attained Bomo timo in the future— how 
near or how distant ho leavos his hearors to 
imugino or culculato for themselves. This 
is not vory satisfactory, wo must admit, to 
thoao impatient people who think thab life 
is not long enough to permit them to wait 
until politicians fiod it convenient to per 
form promisea which they mako in this in 
different way. 

Of course Mr. Liurier, when he promises 
to adopt English freo trado, does nob mako 
any mental reaervationa. When the time 
cornea he, no doubt, intenda to carry out hiB 
promises in good faith and to tho letter. 
Ho knowB that English trade is free in labor 
us well aa in other thinga. There are no 
laws in England restricting immigration. 
Tho Item " men and women " of any raoe or 
from any country, haB no place in tho Brit- 
ish tariff. Tho laborer from the East or tho 
West Is not required to pay any sum, largo 
or small, beforo he is allowed to land 
on English soil. The English believe 
in free trade in labor as well as freo trado in 
wheat and cheeao and cattle. If, then, Mr 
Laurler adopts British free trade for Canada 
he will repeal tho law whioh requires the 
Chlneso laborer, bofore he sets foot oo 
Canadian soil, to pay an impoab of fifty dol- 
lars, or any other sum greater or smaller. A 
tax on labor is oontrary to the spirit and tho 
practloo of English free trade, and English 
free trade is now the ideal of Canadian 
Liberals. Under Liberal rule, therefore, 
Chinese coolioa may pour into British Co- 
lumbia without let or hindranoe. Aa 
thoro aro now greater faoilitiea of com. 
munication betweon Canada and China 
than ever thero were, ib Ib to be expeotod 
thab tho Chinese will, when the head monoy 
ia taken off by tho free-trade Liberals, avail 
thomselvea of them to a vory groat extent. 
In those happy days employerB who in any 
part of Canada may find it convenienb to 
omploy Chinese cheap labor may obtain it 
without the least difficulty. There will bo 
many both in Canada and China who will 
bo ablo to supply tho demand for that kind 
of labor on tho lowest terma. ThiB will 
without doubt bo one of the ro8ulta of the 
adoption of British free trade by tho Lib- 
erate of thia country when thoy get into 
power. 

FRENGH PRESIDENTS. 

Tho Third Ropublic of Franco waa es- 
tablished in 1871, a little loss than a yoar 
aftor tho dopoaition of Nipoleon III. Tho 
Committee of Publio Defence waa tho 
supremo powor in France botweon Septem- 
ber 4, 1870, and August 31, 1871, when M. 
Thiers waa oleotod President. M. Fauro, 
who now occupioB tho Proaident'a chair, iB 
tho sixth President of tho Third Republlo 
L. A. Thiers was tho first President, 
Marshal MaoMahun tho second, Jules Grevy 
the third, Mario F. S. Carnot tho fourth 
M. Casimir-Perlor the fifth, and Francois 
Folix Fauro is the sixth. Not ono of 
the five Presidents served the full 
Presidential torm of aovon yoarB. M. 
Carnot oarno noaroat to it. His term would 
havo oxpirod on the third of last Ueoombor. 
Thiors, after holding ollico a little more than 
a yoar, finding ita oaros and anxieties too 
much for him, resigned. MoMahon re- 
mained in offioo from May 1873 to January 
1879. M. Grovy was nearly six years in 
ollico. M. Carnob was Proaident from Ueo 
1887 until ho was assasainatod at Lyons on 
tho 24th of Juno laat. M. Casimlr Perior 
waa oleotod Proaidont on tho 27th of tho 
samo month and romainod in office until ho 
ronignod tho other day in a huff. 

The avorago torm of a Prosidont of tho 
Ropublic of Franco during tho last twenty 
fivo years has been something moro than 
four yoara and throe-fifths. It is hard to 
conjecture whothor the Presidency of Fauro 
will bo long or short. Tho Socialists of 
Franco aro doliboratoly working to bring 
about a revolution. What thoy would pub 
in tho place of tho Ropublio it is impoaaiblo 
ovon to guoBB. Bub boforo thoir day of 
triumph cornea, if over it dooa oomo, there 
will bo a droadful timo in Franco. The law 
abiding population will not allow the Soolal- 
iata and Anarohiats to havo thoir way 
without making a dosporato strugglo for tho 
preservation of Booiety. It may bo that tho 
oriBls will nob oomo in M. Fauro's day but 
that it will oomo sooner or lator appears now 
to bo oortain. Tho Socialists and tho Anar 
ohists aro inoreaBlng rapidly. Thoy, as our 



readers have seen, have found their way 
Into the Legislature of the Ropublio and 
have made thoir influence felt there, and 
they boast that the rural population, whioh 
has hitherto disliked and avoided them, Is 
adopting thoir views. If this is true anarohy 
may reign In Franoe bofore very long. 

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

With that enterprise whioh is juab as es- 
sential to suooeaa iu farming hb it is in other 
pursuits Captain Hanocck, an Oregon agri- 
culturist, has undertaken the experiment of 
planting a portion of hiil farm with walnut 
and chestnut trees. These, though it will 
take somo time for them to givo a roturn, 
aro quick-growing troca. Moreover, 
thoy not only produce merchant- 
able lumber in a very few years, but during 
thoir growth to maturity produoo orops 
from which more or less profit iB realizable 
For years after reaohing maturity tho troeB 
oontinuo in full boaring, and whon thisoeasea 
they produoo — particularly tho walnut trees 
— aconsidorablo quantityof valuable lumber. 
All tho time they are eerving tho purpose of 
ahado treos for oattlo, and when not planted 
too cloao tho grass orop is an item of somo 
importanoo. Walnuts, ib iB Baid, are at tho 
preeent timo worth more per bushel than 
wheat, whilo tho lumber, whioh is among 
tho moBt fashionable, sells at a high price. 
In thia provinco tho exporimenb might bo 
worthy of attention, since thero aro many 
comparatively rocky placoa where trees 
of the80 kinds could be Buccossfully grown 
under conditions whioh are adverse to or- 
dinary agriculture.

Tho following despatches in conneotion 
with the arrosb at SsaJitlo of Mr. J. P. 
Planta, Nanaimo's polico magistrate, will 
bo road with interest : 

Seattle, Jan. 23 — Joaeph J. Planta, tho 
fleeing muglatrato from British Columbia, 
who is wanted in Nanaimo, was captured 
in thia olty last night by Doteotivo Hart, 
who found the fugitive in a lodging houso 
noar the Windsor. Planta made no reaiat- 
anco, and expressed hia willingness to ro- 
turn to British Columbia without extradi- 
tion papor&. Ho rofused positively to bo 
interviewed. The oapture was made on nn 
exoollont doaaription Bent Chief Rogers 
by F. S. Huasoy, superintendent of tho 
provincial polico at Victoria. Tho dis- 
patch also statod that Planta'a son 
Walter, who wont away |wlth tho father, 
was wanted as an accessory to the crime. 
Mr Planta admittod when approached by 
Detecllvo Hart that he wus tho man wantod, 
and said ho might aa woll give up, for he 
had but littlo money loft, and wher that 
wua gono ho might starve ; hia life was 
practioally ended, and ho might ub woll 
epond tho rcBt of his daya in tho penlton- 
tiary aa anywhero. To Chief Rogera ho od- 
mitted hia peculations. Mr. Planta hod 
only boon in town about an hour when ho 
waa rocoKnizid by Hart from hia description, 
and probably intended taking the 8:30 a.m. 
train to-day for tho South. 

Nanaimo, Jan. 23.— (Special)— Tho orroab 
of J. P. Planta formed almoat tho sole topic 
of convereation in town to-day. When it 
was learned that ho had really skipped out 
those who know him best wore firm in tho 
conviction that owing to hia well known 
acuteneaa Mr. Planta would never be 
caught. Hia arrest throws an altogether 
different light on a situation already roploto 
with interest. It is thought that some will 
fool far easier now that ho can atand bo- 
bweon them and trouble. On the othor 
hand it is possible that some will have to 
aeokothermoansof explanation than tho vory 
easy one of blaming all on an absent man. 
When the affairs of Nanaimo aro siftod to 
tho bottom no doubt Bomo very interesting 
information will bo brought to light. The 
feeling ia crowing that tho government' will 
ftll short of ita duty if it stops before tho 
fullest invoatigation is made along all HneB. 
The next movo will probably be to r» quest 
ths oity council to ask for Mr. Poaraon'a aid 
aa publio auditor with powor to oxamino 
witnoaaea on oivio matters. Should the 
council refuse to tako tbia step, whioh would 
save the oity muoh money, the demand will, 
it Is said, bo pushed for a full commission 
with a possiblo shaking up of dry bones 
along all tho line.

SEAL SLAUGHTER. 

Secretary Carlisle's Kejiort to Con- 
Kress ou the Condition of 
the Industry. 



The Regulations Have Not Resulted 
in Saving- the Herds from 
Destruction. 



Washington, Jan. 211.— In tho report 
whioh Secretary Carlisle sent to tho houao 
to day in roaponso to the Dingloy resolution 
which formod the basis of tho debits on tho 
Alaska soal question to-day, the Bocretary 
Btatea that from information compiled from 
official sources, 121,143 aoala wero killed by 
po'.agio soalers during last year. Of this 
number 55,680 wore taken from the so-call- 
ed Alaska Beal herd in tho North Paoifio 
ocoan and Bbhring sea, 58,021 from tho 
coast of Japan and RueBia, leaving 6,836 
undetermined. NInoty-fivo vessels wero 
employed ; 60 belonging to Great Britain 
and 35 to the Unitod States. The total 
number of Beals killed in 1894 oxceeds the 
amount of skins entered by 20,000. The 
Bgurea show, he Bays, an unprecedented in- 
crease over preceding yoars in tho number 
of seals killod by polagic Bealers both in 
American and Asiatio waters. 

A significant Jact In this ooonneotlon la 
the great number of dead pups found on the 
aeal islands last year, whioh pretmmably 
disd of starvation, their mothers having 
been killed at tea. Tho agent on tile Island 
of St. Paul reported the number of _ dead 
pups counted on tho accessible portion of 
the rookories at 12,000. Ho estimated upon 
this count a total of 20,000 dead pups upon 
that Island from this cause alone. " My 
answer to tho firBt Inquiry,'' he adds, " la 
therofore that the enactment of the article 
by the Bohring Soa tribunal for the regula- 
tion ol tho fur Beal industry of Alaska, haB 
not resultod in saving tho fur seal herd from 
that destruction which those artioles wero 
intended to prevent." Ho eatimatea tho sex 
of the seals killed by polagia eealers during 
the past year aa follows : American catch — 
Males, 3,099 ; femals, 15,976 ; pnps and Bex 
unknown, 7,020. British catch in Bohring 
Soa— Malea, 11,723 ; females, 14,702. 

With roferenoo to the prosent condition 
of the fur Boal herds on the Pribyloff Islands, 
Secretary Carlisle says: "All tho faota 
point to a speody termination unless the 
present regulations enacted in tho award of 
the Paris tribunal are changed at an oarly 
date to at to affjrd a greater measure of pro 
teotlon to tho seal horda." As to tho receipts 
received by tho government, the secretary 
sayt the leBseeB of tho islanda according to 
the provision of thoir contract are to pay on 
or boforo April next 5214,298. Tho oggro 
gate expenaeB of last season aro stated at 
5198.554, exclusive of tho salaries of tho 
official force on the island und the pay of 
tho officors employod in tho revonuo marine 
service. Suits aro now ponding against tho 
North AmorlcanCommercial Co , the lesaoes 
of the Pribyloff islands, for §132,187, cover

THIRTl'-EIGHTH DAY. 

Wednesday, Jan. 23, 1895. 
The Speaker took the chair at 2 p.m. 
Prayera by Rov. Solomon Cleaver. 
Mr. Sword presented a petition from K. 
M. Johnson making a complainb against the 
adminiatration of tho Attorney-General's 
departmonb. 

CHINESE LIQUOR LICENSES. 

Mr Adams moved : Whereas thero are 
Bovoral Chinese who havo ro tail liquor liacnBes 
in tho district of Cariboo ; and whereas it iB 
generally admitted that through those 
Chinese holding liquor licenses there are 
large quantities of liquor from time to time 
getting into the hands of Indiani, to the 
serious detriment of business generally and 
frequently disturbing the peace to a very 
groat extent : Therefore be it resolved that 
it is tho opinion of this house that it wonld 
be in the interest of tho Cariboo distriot 
generally if thoBO liquor lioensos woro can- 
celled. 

Hon'. Mr. Martin qusBtioned whother 
tho resolution was in order, aa it dealt with 
a matter affeoting tho revonue.

MR. PLANTA'S APPOINTMENT. 

Dr. WALKEM aaked : (1) Whab was tho 
date of Mr. Planta's appointment as offioial 
administrator of I iteatato oatates ? (2) What 
securities and for what amount, did Mr. 
Planta provide for tho due performance of 
tho dutieB of his oflico, as provided by Clause 
4 Chap. 36 Stat. 1890, and tho dato on 
whioh these securities were deposited with 
tho Hon. ProvinoUl Secretary 7 

Hon. Col Baker — He was appointed on 
November 13, 1890 ; tho aecuritioB are ono 
bond for $2,000 and ono Burety for a liko 
amount ; posted on January 10, 1891, and 
renewed aa required by tho act. 

RAILWAY BELT. 

Dr, Walkem asked : When will tho par- 
ticulars of the terms of Battlement of the 
long-pending diaputo with refercnco to tho 
lands in tho railway belt bo laid before this 
house, as promieod in HiB Honor tho Lieut .- 
Governor's Speech I 

Hon. Mr. Davie— The death of tho Right 
Hon. Sir John Thompson has delayed the 
settlement. I hopo to be able to submit a 
measure to the house during tho present 
session. 

VANCOUVER'S CHARTER. 

The order for committee on tho bill to 
amend the Vancouver city aot of incorpora- 
tion was oalled. 

Mr Cotton asked that this be laid over 
for the present to givt him an opportunity 
of consulting the counoil of Vancouver with 
rcapect to amendments of which the Attor- 
ney-General gave notice yesterday, and 
whioh are as followo : 

" Seotion 142 of tho ' Vancouver Incorpor- 
ation aat ' is hereby amended by inserting 
between ' gas ' and ' or,' in lino 6 of aub- 
seotion 2, tho wordi ' electrio lighting, 
tramway, and street railway,' and by add- 
ing the following as Bub-seotion (5), im- 
mediately following sub-eection (4) : 

" '(5 ) No by-law undor the last sub-soo- 
tion shall be passed, firstly until estimates 
of the intended expenditure havo been pub- 
lished once a week for one month, and, 
secondly, until the same shall have rocelved 
the assent of the eleotorf, aa provided by 
section 127 of the Vanoouver incorporation 
aot : 

" ' (a.) If tho propoeod by-law ii rejected 
by the electors, no other by-law for the 
same purpose thill be submitted to the elec- 
tors for a period of twelve months : 

"'(b.) In oase there be any gaB, electric 
lighting, tramway, streot railway or water 
company incorporated for tho city, the 
council shall not levy any rate as provided 
In sub-section (4) hereof until such counoil 
haslby by-law fixed a prioa to offtr for the 
property and franchise of the company, nor 
until thirty days have elapsed after notice 
of such price has been communicated to the 
company without the oompany having ac- 
cepted tho same, or having, under 
the provisions of this aot, aa to 
expropriation, named and given notice 
of an application to have com- 
missioners appointed to determine the price, 
nor until the price aooepted, or awarded, 
has been paid, or has been secured to the 
ta^isfaotion of the oompany.'" 

He (Mr. Cotton) did not wish to disouss 
now the point which might subsequently be 
raiaod whether those amendmenta are not 
out of order, aa boiug ontlrely without tho 
saope of the bill aB introduced ; buc as they 
propose a radicil change not asked for or 
contemplated by tho oity, he wished to ob 
tain the views of tho council upon them. 

Hon. Mr Davie said he did nob wish to 
press these amendments to-day, in faot he 
could not do so as two days' notice ia re- 
quired, and therefore it was not necessary 
to postpone going into committee on that 
account. Heobjjcted ontlrely to the re- 
mark just made that those amendments pro- 
pose a radical change not asked for or con- 
templated by tho people of Vanoouver ; for 
their object is eimply to restore tho rights 
safe guarded in the original charter of the 
city but repealed in making a numbor of 
amondmenta in 1892 without tho members 
of the legislature as a wholo beirjg conscious 
of tho effect of tho alterations thoy sanction- 
ed. He thought that tho amendments to 
which he roforred passed quite unobaorvod 
by any members aavo thoae in tho secret, 
their effect boing to enablo the 
corporation of Vancouver to simply 
paralyae the very fr»nchiaea thoy had 
tnemaelves willingly granted. He took to 
hlniBelf muoh blame for tho amendments 
having boon smuggled througn tho houso, 
for he ua well aa other members should havo 
made himBolf awaro of their effect, but now 
ho proposed to do what lay in his power to 
roatoro tho rights thua imperilled. He 
aimed in his amendments in this reaped to 
rostoro tho section aa it appo*red in tho 
original charter, and If In hurriedly giving 
tho notico he had not framed it exactly 
to tho Bamo effect ho would have no ob 
jeotion to making tho necessary changoa in 
committee Ho thought tho nouao would 
fully ogroo with him that tho oorporation 
should not bo pormittod to enter into com- 
petition with gis and oleotrio lighting or 
other oompanies whioh thoy themselves en- 
couraged to come to Vancouver, without 
making eomo return to tho comoanios for 
tho enterprises whoso valuo would bo de- 
stroyed by tho competition on the part of 
tho corporation. Tho principlo whioh ex- 
tends to thoeo oompanlea this roaaonable 
protection ho thought la a aound one, for if 
the oountry is going to Invito capital to 
oomo iuto it and then sot to work to deBtroy 
tho fruitaof that capital tho cities and tho 
poople in them will In time find themaolvea 
beggared. 

Mr. Cotton maintained that evon if those 
amendments woro not proceodod with to-day 
thoy are of bo far reaching efleot that ho did 
not wiah to go on with tho bill until ho had 
hoard from tho counoil on tho subject. 

Bill accordingly hold ovor after f'uthor 
discussion. 

NEW WESTMINSTER CHARTER, 

Tho houao wont into oommitteo on the 
bill to amend the aot of Inoorporation of tho 
oity of Now Westminster, Mr. Humo in 
the ohair. 

Hon. Mr. Davie took exception to the 
provision that tho council shonld havo tho 
right to roduco tho numbor of its mombora— 



to aay whether that should be seven or fif- 
teen—without the people having an oppor. 
tunity of expreBaing their will as to tho pre 
pised chongo. Ttie other day a groat deal 
was heard from the hon. gentlemen opposite 
because tho government propoaed to give 
the peoplo of tho cities the right to say 
whethor or not they should ohango their 
manner of government, buc now with aingu 
lar inconsistency they are ready 
to support a proposition authorizing 
a groat change without consulting tho 
poople at all ! Ho would liko to know 
whether this bill doos not propose a moro 
radioal ohango than did that for the ap 
pointmenb of commissioners, for it proposes 
to destroy Bummarlly tho rights of the 
wards to separate representation, without 
the people affected having anything to say 
on tho Bubjoot. 

Mr. Kennedy thought the peoplo had 
had sufficient opportunity of expreaaing 
themselves bocauae after tho matter had 
been mootod by the old counoil thoy re- 
turned a new ono f avorablo to tho proposed 
ohango. 

Hon. Mr Davie said for hia part ha 
wonld nevor conaent) to auch a procodure. 
If tho poople really deBire tho change then 
the houso should say that tho wards shall 
bo abolished ; but ho would not put it in 
the power of the counoil to aot aa they 
pleased in such a matter without oonsulting 
tho peoplo. 

Mr. MoPherson and Mr. Somlin Bpoko 
in fivor of tho bill just as it stood. 

Hon. Mr. Turner thought thoro is no 
doubt whatever that this proposition takes 
away tho rights of tho people, plaoing a 
very great power in tho hands of a council 
who may prove to be not at all in touoh 
with tho public feeling. 

Major Mutter objected in toto to 
the seotion providing for abolishing the 
wards, which hu thought would onabio tho 
wishes of the outlying portions of the city to 
bo regarded. 

Mr. HUNTER agreed with tho Attorney 
General that tho matter Bhould ho submitted 
to o direct, vote of the people ; and he ob 
jeoted to taking from a man with property 
in two or three wards tho right to voto for 
an aldorman in eaoh of thorn. 

Mr Booth also thought it would bo un- 
fair to the outlying portions of tho cities to 
abolish tho ward representation. 

Mr. Kennedy, tho promotor of tho bill, 
said eo far aa ho was conoerned ho had no 
objection to a provision that tho mattor 
shall ho Bubmittod to a voto of the people, 
as ho know whab tho result would be. As 
it iB now wards Ono and Fivo in Now WeBt 
minster expect just as large appropriations 
as a ward in tho central portion of the oity, 
with tho result that a lot of money la spent 
in making roada whore nobody Uvea that 
might better be laid out on tho atroois in 
centre town. 

Hon. Mr. Turner said this waB the most 
convincing argument he had hoard against 
the bill, aa tho hon. gontloman (Mr. Ken- 
nedy) aaya tho object ia to continue to take 
the taxes from the outside wards without 
giving thorn the roads they deairo. 

Hon. Mr. Davie, after further diaaustion, 
moved an amendment providing that the 
provisions of tho Beotions objected to should 
not go into effoot until snbmittod to a voto 
of the eleotors. If thoro was auch 
a oonsenBUS of opinion in favor of 
the hill as represented by the 
hon. member for New Weitaiinetor, 
there could bo no objection to this amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Kennedy said he had none. 

Mr. Kitchen, however, objeotod In the 
first place that the voto should bo that of all 
those entitled to vote for mayor and alder- 
man, and in the next that tho wholo bill hav 
lag been framed with the idea of the aboil 
tion of the wards, it would havo to bo 
referred back to committee for alteration if 
the houao does not pass that Beotion. 

After conaiderable further discuasion Hon. 
Mr. Davie withdrew his amendment for the 
time being. 

Mr Sword then moved on amendment 
providing that the connoil may abolieh the 
wards. 

Mr Kitchen protested against this as 
similarly affecting the whole bill. 

Mr. Kennedy, in order that aomo clear 
understanding on the subject should be 
arrived at, moved that the committee riao 
and report progreea. 

Agreed to. 

Tho Victoria Hydraulic Mining Company 
bill received soveral minor amendments on 
consideration of report, and further con- 
sideration was deferred. 

CHINESE LIQUOR LICENSES. 

Tub Speaker stated with respect to tho 
motion of Mr. Adama, rolatlng to liquor 
licenses hold by Chineso in Cariboo, that 
tho mover had mot tho objootion of tho 
Hon. Mr. Martin by altoriDg tho concluding 
portion of the resolution ao aa to road, 
" that tho government Bhould instituto an 
inquiry into the matter and take suoh stops 
aa may bo found adviBablo." 

Resolution as amended agreed to. 

Mr. Se.mlin moved for a dotailod Btato- 
ment of all moneys expended for Improve- 
ment of the road from Agaoslz to Har- 
rison Hot Springs within tho year end- 
ing January 1, 1895. Agreed to. 

GOVERNMENT HILLS. 
Tho house again wont into committee on 
tho bill to sncuro to wives and children tho 
benefit of life insuranco, Mr. Humo in the 
chair. Reported complete with amend- 
ments. 

The adjournod dobato on tho socond road- 
ing of tho companies act amendment bill wus 
oalled.

Reported comploto without 
amondmorit. 

Tho houso adjournod at 6:40 p.m.

SELECTING A PIANO. 



Consult, Compare, Analyzo and Avoid the 
So Called Cheap Pianos. 

Tho selection of n piano is often a mat- 
ter of nnxioty. An it necessitates consid- 
erable cash outlay and is intended for a 
lifotinio's uso, it is wiso to oxerciso dno 
discrimination. Do not put too much 
confidence, in tho mero name. Yot thoro 
is a certain amount of security in somo 
names, as they stand for honest materi- 
als and workmanship. But securing a 
eorvicoablo piano is not always u matter 
of lavish expenditure. It is moro a mat- 
ter of discriminating tasto. 

As to reliableness of make, you can, 
as a rule, rely upon tho judgment and 
standing of your local dealer, especial- 
ly if ho bo long and favorably known in 
your locality. As to tho quality of tone, 
it is wiso to consult a practical teacher 
and have him soloct tho desired instru- 
ment of tho make upon which you do- 
cido. 

Pianos may ho classod in throe grades 
— high grade, medium grado and cheap 
pianos. Tho lattor includes what is 
known to tho trado as tho .stencil pianos, 
which are made in tho cheapest manner 
and sold under various names. It is 
rarely safo to havo anything to do with 
this class. 

Tho difference in prico between a high 
grado and medium grado piano is sov- 
oral hundred dollars. Tho former is al- 
most faultless in overy dotail, but tho 
suggestion that you pay for tho name 
and tho prostigo of tho artists who uso 
it, as woll as tho fineness of construc- 
tion and high quality of material, is 
sometimes truo. For certain purposes 
you must havo tho high grado instru- 
ment in order to secure tho very finest 
points of touch and tono nnd musical 
expression. 

Tho field for tho medium grado piano 
is large. There aro a dozen or more 
makes of honest medium grado pianos 
on the market, sold at honest prices 
and guaranteed by firms of long unques- 
tionable standing. These pianos fill all 
ordinary requirements for general use. 
It is only tho very finest qualities that 
aro wanting, and which can only bo de- 
tected by experienced ears and lingers. 
Therefore "tho concluding advice givon 
by Etudois: Consult, compare, analyze 
and do not bo overanxious to "striko a 
bargain." Avoid advertising schemes. 
Kef uso all offers ' ' bolow cost. ' ' Remem- 
ber you can"t havo value without pay- 
ing for it. 

Meat Croquettes. 

Croquettes furnish an attractive form 
in which to utilizo leftover moats. For 
six persons havo about a pint of finoly 
chopped cookod meat. Add a tablospoou- 
ful each of flour and salt, 3 of butter, a 
teaspoonfnl of popper and 0110-half pint 
of water. Mnke a thickening of tho 
flour, water and buttor and boat to a 
boil; then add tho meat to which tho 
seasoning has been added. Cook a fow 
minutes; then remove from tho fire. 
"Whon cool, shape with tho hands into 
cylinders or balls. Dip each ono into 
beaten egg; then roll in fiuo bread 
crumbs, being careful to seo that overy 
part is coated. Fry in deep fat, arrange 
on a napkin and sorvo at once. 



A Good Furniture Polish. 

A good furnituro polish may bo mado 
by putting equal parts of spirits of wine, 
vinegar and olivo oil in a largo bottlo 
and shaking thoroughly ovory day for a 
wook, when it will bo ready for uso. 
This polish should be applied to tho fur- 
niture with a soft woolen cloth and 
thoroughly rubbed in. If tho furnituro 
is vory dirty, it may bo rubbod clean 
with a woolen cloth dipped in kerosene. 
It is worth knowing, because cheap or 
easily procured, that one-third turpen- 
tino and two-thirds sweet oil make an 
excellent furnituro polish. 



Handsome Table Covers. 

Very effectivo tablo covers aro made 
■ of altornato squares or half squares of 
basket flannel and velveteen. Ono mado 
of two shades of brown is very pretty, 
and another of brown and lemon color 
is particularly effectivo. Tho spread 
should bo lined. It is notnecossary that 
tho entire lining should bo of oxponsivo 
material. Unbleached factory cloth will 
answer, provided that the facing is 
deep. No bordor is requisite, but if ono 
prefers to havo it this should 1>« of vol- 
voteou and tho facing of contrasting col- 



Oyster Patties. 

Put tho oysters in their liquor on tho 
firo until they come to a scald; then 
tako them off and put in a sievo to 
drain. Strain some of the liquor and 
add to it enough batter and flour to 
thicken, with a littlo parsley and mace. 
Heat this and put the oysters into it. 
Lino a small patty pan with puff paste 
and bake a light brown. When done, 
fill with tho oysters. Tho pattios should 
lio served and eaten as soon as prepared, 
as tho gravy, soaking into the pastry, 
will make it moist and heavy. 



Knitted Soles. 

This is tho season for knitted slippers; 
honco tho following directions from Tho 
Modern Prisoilla will bo woloomo to 
any ono who wants to save tho cewt of 
the shoemaker's soles. This solo is work- 
ed with gray wool and two fine wooden 
knitting needles. It is composed of a 
double layer of knitting, interlined with 
a cardboard solo, on the edge of which

a strip of paper is pasted. On a founda- 
tion of 12 st. (stitches) knit in rounds, 
going back and forth as follows: 

First round — SI. (slip) tho first st. as if 
going to purl, tho fivo times alternately 
1 k. (knit plain), si. tho next st. in tho 
samo manner as tho first st. ; finally 1 k. 
Noxt follow 104 rounds liko tho preced- 
ing round. Divide tho Ht. on two noodles, 
so that tho slipped st. comes on ono 
needlo and tho knitted st, on tho othor 
noodle. Slip tho cardboard into tho open- 
ing and cast off tho st. togothcr,

STARTLING SUGGESTION. 



Representative Dinjrley Proposes That 
All the Seals iu Beuriiifr Sea 
Be Killed. 



Farther Information Demanded Re- 
garding: the -Expenses of the 
Paris Tribunal. 



WAsniNOTON, Jan. 23. — The rather 
startling suggestion was made in the houso 
to-day that tho seoretary of tho treasury be 
dirooted to have killed all the remaining 
goals in the Retiring sea herd, estimated at 
•150,000, and soil tho skins valued at $10,- 

000. 000 if proporly oured. This was tho 
purport of a bill introduced by Mr. DIngloy, 
(Rep.) Maine, in connection with a state- 
ment ho made in oonneotJon with a lottor 
from tho secretary of tho treasury, regard- 
ing tho present conditions and prospoots of 
the seal herd. Tho speedy and utter ex- 
tinction of tho herd was prophesied by Mr. 
Dingley upon tho baaiB of the secretary's 
lotter, and undor tho working of 
tho regulations adopted in pursuance 
of the Paris tribunal of arbitra- 
tion. This arbitration, he said, had 
proved to bo entirely futile in protecting 
and preserving tho seals. In caao Great 
Britain shall unite with tho Unito States in 
promulgating regulations that thill bo effec- 
tual in preventing pelagic sealing, Mr. 
Dingloy prophesied that tho operations of 
his bill should bo suspended. Tho subject 
waa referred to tho committeo on ways 
and meuna. A resolution was agreed to, 
calling on tho eocrotary ol tho treasury for 
all tho information on file in his department 
in regard to tho seal business since January 

1, 1889, including an itemlzod statement of 
expenditures in connootion with tho Paris 
tribunal of arbitration. 



BOMBARDED BY JAPANESE. 

Families of Missionaries Afforded Protection 
by Foreign Vessels— Landing of 
Japanese Troops. 

Washington, Jan. 23. — Tho navy de- 
partment to-d*»y received tho following de 
Bpatoh from Commandor Folgor of the 
Yorktown at Oheofoo : " Tong Chow Foo, 
China, wos bombarded by ten Japanoso vos- 
seis on January 18 and 19. On the 21st, in 
answer to an appeal of the missionaries, and 
as travel by land was considered imprac- 
ticable the Yorktown transported to Choe- 
foo sovonteen women, ohildren and Blck of 
tho missionary families. 

On the 20th and 21st tho Japanese, cov- 
ered by their mon-of-war, landed a large 
forco at tho Shantung promontory to attack 
the fortifications of Wei-flai-Wei, and on 
tho 22nd a small force was landed at Cheo- 
foo to proteot neutral citizens and their 
property. This landing was in common 
with that from tho German, British and 
E rench vessels. 

With reforenco to this diBpatch it waa 
said at the Japanese legation in this city, 
that tho forces were probably landed to 
proteot the citizsnB of these countries, prin- 
cipally missionaries, who resided there from 
an uprising of Chinese and not 
in the expectancy that their interests 
would be jeopardised through an 
attack on the place by the Jap- 
anese. The foreign residents of Chefoo, 
it was explained, would have no fear from 
the Japanese forces, and further than that, 
it is not likely that tho Japanese will make 
an attack on the port. Chefoo is a treaty 
port, but, according to tho authority men- 
tioned, is the least important of them. 

London, Jan. 23 — A dispatch from 
Toklo says that a Japanese stoamor lino, 
sanctioned by the government, has been 
organized to ply between Roba, Talien-wan, 
Port Arthur and Port Mokpi, Southern 
Korea, and will bo opened to foreigners in 
May. 

THE STORM OVER. 

Tralllc Resumed in Certain Parts of Califor- 
nia Where It Was Suspended. 

Redoing, Jan. 23. — To-day for tho first 
time since last Thursday, the rain ceased; it 
haa blown and rained almost incessantly 
night and day for tho past week and has 
been ono of the moBt Bevero storms experi- 
enced here for yoarB. No damago haB been 
roportod from the interior on account of 
high water. Tho Btreams havo beon im- 
passable so that people could not got in or 
out of town. Tho mails for Weavorville 
and Alturas havo beon dolayed for 
tho past threo doya but thia morning 
they started out again and will probably 
got through. A special train carrying 
workmen from S>m Francisco passed heru 
thin morniDg at 10 o'clock to work ita way 
to Dunsmuir. After tho slido is oloared ut 
Ivennott, they can run to Dunamuir, but a 
largo elide at Upper Soda will perhaps atop 
communication for two or threo days longor. 
Tho local train to Sacramento in unable to 
go furthor than Gormantown on uccount of 
waBhouts. 



COMMISSIONER TO THE U. S. 

Arrival of Colonel Salvador I'reaiia a Promin- 
ent Journalist. 

New York, Jan. 23.— Colonel Salvador 
Proaas reached this city to-day from 
Vonezuola via St. Thomas on board tho 
stoamer Madiano, and ia <|uarterod at the 
Hotel Amorica. Colonel Presaa is a warm 
poreonal friend of Joaquin Crespo, president 
of Vonezuolu, besides being a gallant 
soldier und tho editor of tho loading paper 
of Caracas, tho oapital of the republic. In 
viow of tho exciting newB that has como re- 
cently from that turbulont littlo state, tho 
viait of Colonol Proaas ia a significant ono, 
and it is rumored that ho is a royal commis- 
sioner to tho Unitod States from tho govern- 
ment of Vonezuola.

MONTREAL MATTERS. 

Estimate of the Unemployed— Hon. Mr. Laur- 
lor Preparing for the Elections— 
Ills Illogical Arguments. 

Montreal, Jan. 23 — The recent labor 
demonstrations by the unemployed led a 
newspaper to make an investigation, from 
which it oonoludos that the number of peo- 
ple here suffering from enforced idleness 
can safely bo placed at 20,000. 

A number of Eaatorn township Liberals 
who aro now in town had a private confer- 
ence with Hon. Mr. Laurior this morning, 
when it is understood planB were discussed 
iu view of tho impending general oleotiona. 

Tho Star Bays editorially that Hon. Mr. 
Laurier's assurances that tho dykos of pro- 
tection will not bo dynamited will be of some 
comfort to tho manufacturing and industrial 
classes. The Liberals should not be goaded 
to recklosBncBs by their leaders and Mr. 
Laurier made it olear that he wishes to pro- 
gress towards arevonue tariff by wisely slow 
stages. It is not wise to ignore the unrest 
in the country with all the political possibili- 
ties which it may engender. Mr. Laurier's 
argument against protection that had 
there been no National Policy the manu- 
facturing might havo dooreased since 1878, 
ia illogical and without basis. 

WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Serious Fires at Broadview and Mauitoti— 
American Lumber Cruiser— The 
Manitoba Bonsplel. 

Winnipeg, Jan. 23. — (Speoial) — Tho 
houso of Mrs. Brannan, a roaidont of Broad- 
viow, waB deatroyod by tiro and Mra. Bran- 
nan and two childron had a narrow eacapo 
for thoir lives. A lamp upsot igniting tho 
bedding in tho room. Tho mother and her 
two young children, a boy and a girl, woro 
all horribly burned about their hands and 
faces. 

Tho Hudson Bay Company's storo and 
tho Stowcrt hotel, owned by ThomaB CaBain, 
tho two finest buildings of their kind in 
Southorn Manitoba, and tho county olork's 
ctlico wore burned to tho ground at Manitou 
last night. The firo started in tho Hudson 
Bay Company's store. Part of the oontentB 
of the county clerk'a cflice woro saved. The 
only insurance carried on tho burned build- 
ings was by the Commercial Union and 
British Americau companies on tho hotel. 
The former had §2.000 and the British 
American §1,000. 

Two Chioago capitalists who aro hero are 
endoavoringtopurchaao tho entire lumber cut 
of tho Portage district milla for this yoar, 
provided they can make satisfactory terms. 
They say that tho pino forests of Minne- 
sota aro rapidly being doploted, which sends 
the Amerioandealorsandlumbermen into tho 
Northwestorn Ontario woode for their sup- 
plies. 

Tho Hoard of Trado proposo to tako action 
regarding the raising of insurance rates five 
per cent, to cover the cost of tho provincial 
tax. The insurance men will probably not 
inBi'st on tho extra five per cent. 

E L. Drcwry is mentioned us the prob- 
ablo Conaervativo candidate to opposo Jo- 
Beph Martin ia Winnipeg at the next elec- 
tion for the House of Commons. The Con- 
servatives profess to have received informa- 
tion from Ottawa that the election will not 
be held till after the session, but are doing 
a groat deal of quiet work preparing for the 
eleotionB.
